With respect to claim 17, in lines 1-2, replace "An article comprising a medium storing 
instructions that enable a processor-based system to" with -An article comprising computer 
readable medium encoded with computer executable instructions that enabling a processor-based 
system to—. 

With respect to claim 18, in lines 1-2, replace "The article of claim 17 further storing 
instructions that enable the processor-based system" with -The article of claim 17 wherein the 
computer readable medium further encoded with computer executable instructions that enabling 
the processor-based system--. 

With respect to claim 19, in lines 1-2, replace "The article of claim 17 further storing 
instructions that enable said system" with -The article of claim 17 wherein the computer 
readable medium further encoded with computer executable instructions that enabling said 
system-. 

With respect to claim 20, in lines 1-2, replace "The article of claim 17 further storing 
instructions" with —The article of claim 17 wherein the computer readable medium further 
encoded with computer executable instructions that enabling said system-.
